Appeal  Honrd  with  siifTlrlent  rf>rrohor- 
atlv..  evidence  to  s/itlnfy  ttie  official 
who  heard  it  that  i|i;ith  \v,th  ri  |,ited 
to  military  .service  and  the  appeal  was 
allowed.  The  board  of  Pen.sion  Com- 
mlasionera  reappeaied  and  auccesH- 
fully  defeated  the  course  of  Justice  by 
Obtaining  a  revaraal  of  the  appeal  al- 
lowed In  the  widow's  favor. 

A'  further  appeal  was  made  under 
the  meritorious  eeelion  of  the  Act.  tlie 
Appeal  Hoard  allowed  it  and  are  will- 
inK  to  rerommend  that  ,in  allowance 
of  a  compa.«nionate  inlun-  l.e  paid  to 
the  widow.  But  the  Board  of  Pension 
Commissleaers,  for  aome  reason,  haa 
taken  no  action  In  the  matler  and  sub- 
mitted no  report. 

ThV  matter  haa  tteea  brought  to  th:> 
attention  of  Hon.  Dr.  King,  new  .Min- 
ister of  IVSC  R  ,  and  the  Pro  Patrla 
tiranclv  of  the  I'anadian  l„egion,  who' 
arc  ai  ling  In  the  matter  and  are  conn- 
dent  that  ho  will  hasten  action  on  the 
part  of  the  Board  of  Pension  Com- 
mlsaoners  and  save  a  soldier's  widow 
from  further  unneceaaary  suffering.
